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Voting Record Is Bad Here | «inc 


The whole sad story of voter 
apathy towards primaries ae 
problem perplexing and vexing to 
politicians and  sober-thinking 
citizens alike — is reflected in 
Andover’s voting record during 
the past 10 years. 

The official tabulation follow- 
ing primaries from 1946 through 
1954 shows only a handful of 
over 2lers bothered to vote. Why? 
That question has had no answer, 
although responsible men every- 
where have time and again at- 
tempted to find one. Why, they 
ask, do not more adult men and 
women care what candidates will 
be on the ballot in November? 
Why do these voters who so care- 
fully, or so carelessly, stay away 
from the polls not make some at- 
tempt to select the best men to 
run in the election? 

Poor Showing 

Here’s the sorry-looking pice 
ture, reflecting the lack of in- 
terest shown here every two 
years: 

In 1954, there were 7828 voters 
eligible but only 1587 bothered. 
Of that number, 1272 Republicans 
voted out of 3599 registered and 
315 Democrats voted out of 1118. 

The year 1952 saw 2564 Re- 
publicans vote out of total Re 
publican voters 3600 — a better 
showing than many years. Dem 
ocrats voted in the number of 753 
that year, with a total of 962 
registered. Total registration 

was 7278 — the vote was 3317. 
Officials point to the rent con- 
trol question and unusual interest 
in the Taft-Eisenhower fight as 
reasons for the heavier vote. 

But in 1950, the total vote in the 
primary was 2527 out of 7126 vot+ 
ers registered. Republicans got 
out 1984 voters of their total 
2578 strength while Democrats 
marshalled 543 votes of 829. 

And in 1948, only 2032 voted 
out of 7272 registered voters — 
1685 Republicans and 347 Dem- 
ocrats out of 2875 registered Re- 
publicans and 926 Democrats. 


The year 1946 was another low 
Spot, with 1826 voters going to 
the polls out of 6568 registered. 
That year, Republicans got out 
1646 of their 2767 voters and 180 
Democrats voted of the 919 reg- 
istered in that party. 

Independents Don’t Vote 

From the statistical picture, 
then, we see that party members 
Vote fairly well — but the bulk of 
the voters stay at home. Priding 
themselves on being indepen- 
dent, they don’t take part in the 
primaries because that means 
declaring ones’ self, if only 
briefly, as a member of a polit- 
hical party,

perimeter lines were in error. 

Kiernan, handing a letter to 
Committee Chairman Roy Russell, 
reminded the board that his firm 
received the basic survey map 
directly from the town. And, after 
engineers started to work on the 
topographical map, he said it 
became evident that the perimeter 
lines were wrong. ‘‘We told you 
about it at the time’’, Kiernan 
stated, : 

Referring to a news item in a 
local paper, the letter said: 


‘We have, apparently, been 
subjected to an uninformed and 
unprincipled criticism, This is an 
attack which reflects on the ques- 
tionable ethics of the man mak- 
ing the attack. Apparently the 
only criticism we have been 
guilty of is the fact that we pre- 
sented the facts truly and accu- 
rately as we Saw them in regards 
to the cost of the new South Ele- 


mentary school. These figures

sented to us and adjusted to 
accommodate bidding conditions 
as we saw them at the time. We 
felt at that time and still do that 
with the educational specifica- 
tions we were asked to meet that 
the said school could not be 
built for the sum proposed by the 
laxpayers association. Our firm 
was offered the opportunity to re- 
duce our figures to the sum ar- 
rived at by the Andover Taxpay- 
ers association, but we felt that 
this would not be the honest 
thing to do. Consequently, as a 
result of our refusing to take 
what we considered an unethical 
approach, events followed which 
saw another firm selected to car- 
ty out what we believed as an 
impossible request, i.e., the 
building of the South School with 
the educational requirements pre- 
sented to us including architects 
fees, furniture, landscaping, 
playing fields, ete., for $850,000,

The board of public works apparently is going to res- 
trict water services to help save the town’s water supply. 
Although the board decided to consider each case on 
its merits, it promptly restricted two developments to 50 
percent of the house lots shown on the plans — the Chee- 
ver development with a total of 30 house lots and the 
Campopiano sub-division off Morton st. showing nine. 
Cheever can now only build 15 homes in the next 18 
: nionths and the other developer can construct but four. 

If the board feels it is essential to restrict water ser- 
vices to save the town’s water supply, then we assune 
there is little use in arguing the point. The members are 
closest to the situation and, presumably, we should rely 


fully on their judgment. 


As it stands now, the developer who is attempting to 
have sub-division plans approved may be subject to res- 


trictions. 

How about the builder who happens to own land along 
accepted streets? Is he subject to restriction? 

It is our understanding that plans for homes along the 
public ways do not need BPW approval, except when the 
individual building permits go through their routine chan- 
nels. There is no over-all plan presented showing how 
many homes are to be built in the neighborhood: by the 

contractor — and he may well plan to construct a sizeable 
; number during an 18-month period. 

The only way to find out how many homes any contract- 

or thinks he will build in any area is either to ask the 


man to cooperate by telling the board — or to keep an 
accurate record of the number of building permits he takes 
| out and the locations to be built upon. Either way, it 


seenis almost impossible to get a definite picture of how 
many homes Contractor Jones will build in a neighbor- 
hood until the work is practically completed. 


For example, there now are some 20 house lots avail- 
able around the Wild Rose farm. It is our understanding 
that the lots will be sold to builders — one or more — who 
will guarantee that the homes will be of at least a mini- 
mum size and price. Perhaps all 2U of those lots will be 
sold and built upon within a year or 18 months. Yet the 
BPW won’t actually have any way of knowing how many 


homes are being built until most of them are up and appli- 
cations are received for water services. 

We don’t mean to isolate the Wild Rose farm section as 
the only example, for there are other sections where many 
homes will go up during an 1&-month period. 

None of them will be restricted, the way matters stand 
now. A man might conceivably build 3U homes in the same 
general section where the BPW restricts another man to 

Is there any real difference, as far as supply goes, 
whether the houses stand in a development or whether 
they are along the public road? In one case the contractor 
is required to install water mains in the development at 
his expense while in the other, mains are already under 
the streets. Do persons buying homes in the developments 
drink more, bathe more, water their grass more than per- 
sons along accepted ways? 

It seems utterly unfair to restrict any developer, no 
matter how logical the restriction may be, when others 
can build homes without restriction in areas furnished 
water through the same system. 

If restrictions are to be placed against developers then 


we should find some way to restrict contractors building 


on accepted streets whenever there is probably cause 
that their total number of homes will endanger the water 
supply. 

We don’t feel that all developments or all contractors 
need restricting. Some areas apparently have plenty of 
water now. But where there is a chance of a shortage, it 
is only fair that all builders share the same privations.
